The Senate-passed fence bill 
which would have forced Geor- 
gia’s 27 open-range counties to 
fence in all stock was watered 
down before it was approved by 
House agriculture committee 
No. 2 Tuesday afternoon. 

Rep. Joe Hurst of Georgetown 
amended the bill to require a 
local election in each open-range 
county by the second Wednesday 
in July to -decide whether the

State Holding $15,000 
On Dykes Paving Job 


State Highway Board Chairman James L. Gillis said Tuesday 
the department is withholding more than $15,000 due Baldwin 
County as final payment for construction - of approximately 10 
miles of highway that has failed to meet-department requirements. 


The construction was _ subcon- 
tracted by the Acme Construction 
Co., owned by James L. Dykes, 
former state senator, now mayor 
of Cochran, a Highway depart- 
ment spokesman reyealed. 

Dykes has been criticized twice 
previously for faulty road con- 
struction, records show. 

The state highway chairman 
said the resurfacing was done at 
a cost of approximately $6,000 per 
mile, with money alloted Baldwin 
County under the highway law. 

Citizens in Baldwin, Jones and 
Bibb counties have attacked the 
construction as ‘‘faulty,’’ and re- 
port that sections of the road al-

Ike Clears Up 
‘Blabbermouthing’ “ 


President Eisenhower's first press 
conference was successfully negotiated. 
It demonstrated to the Chief Executive 
the real value of such conferences, in 
which he meets with the press and 
answers uncensored questions. And, of 
course, the value to the nation is ob- 
vious to all. 

To be sure, the executive, to profit 
by such exchanges, -must be adept in 
answering. Mr. Eisenhower met the 
test. 

He was able to say to the world that 
he was not considering a blockade of 
the China coast, but that without doubt 
the proposal was under study by sev- 
eral government departments. And he 
was enabled to clarify his dangerously 
ambiguous statement about disavowing 
secret agreements. 

Both these issues have been kicking 
dangerously around in the diplomatic 
centers of the world, doing considerable 
harm, largely because of the wishful 
thinking about them in Congress. In 
the first place, news about a blockade 
had leaked from some “blabbermouth” 
source. 

It long has been urged by General 
MacArthur, who always has considered 
himself omnipotent. But, General Ei- 
senhower has been advised that a block- 
ade which halted ships of friendly na- 
tions, such as India, Indonesia and 
the South American nations, would 
involve us in serious violations of in- 
ternational law. He also had been ad- 
vised that it would be impossible to 
blockade the China coast since most of 
the trade moves into Darien, which, by 
treaty with this country, is also a Rus- 
sian port, and through Port Arthur, 
which occupies a similar status, and 
through the Russian: ports themselves. 


It is frustrating, to be sure, but 
there it is. 

As for nullifying secret agreements, 
the President said that of course the 
Yalta agreements, which for some time 
were secret, could not be nullified. 
This will perhaps anger’the thoughtless 
in and out of Congress. But, if we 
should abrogate the Yalta agreement, 
we would allow the Russians, who have 
already violated the spirit of the pact by 
treacherous manipulations of Chinese 
Communist troops, to close out Berlin 
and all our stake there. 


This chat was of great value to 
President Eisenhower who could not, 
under any circumstances, have said pri- 
vately to foreign diplomats, ‘‘Look, I 
need to explain a few points to you.” 
The press conference made it possible. 

So, in net news, the conference was 
a blank. There will be no blockade— 
as yet. Yalta will remain as evidence 
of Russian treachery. We will not pull 
out of Korea, but South Korean troops 
will go into the lines in increasing num- 
bers. He reassured the farmers. Taxes 
must not be cut until the budget is 
balanced. The executive can act above 
Congress in emergency. And so on. 
All these things were known. 

But, the President was able to make 
clear his badly confused position—dis- 
torted by “blabbermouths” in his own 
party—some of whom seem to be anx- 
ious to speak for him and to reveal the 
new path to be trod. 


‘25 
Stevenson Accepts 
His Responsibility 


Adlai Stevenson had a 30-minute 
conference with President Eisenhower 
yesterday, then lunched with the Presi- 
dent and a number of Democratic and 
Republican members of the Congress, 
and concluded thereby a_ three-day 
demonstration of the value and the 
working methods of the two-party sys- 
tem when the party out of power is 
directed by an intelligent leader. 


The defeated Democratic nominee 
previously had spoken to the nation on 
Saturday night and had attained such 
a high level of clarity in defining the 
opposition that he had made a very 
obviously good nationwide impression. 
He had touched rather strongly on the 
danger of government by businessmen, 
saying truly, human nature being what 
it is, that the tendency in such cases 
is to mistake special interest for the 
general interest. That this served its 
purpose to put the government and the 
public on notice that such a danger 
exists was evident from the President’s 
remarks in his Tuesday press confer- 
ence that he had selected his cabinet, 
not because of the business they repre- 
sented, but for their administrative abil- 
ity.

_ WASHINGTON—It was purely coinci- 
dental that Adlai Stevenson’s first visit to 
the Capitol since his defeat for the presi- 
dency came simultaneously with opening 
of a legislative battle over an issue that 
played so important a 
part in the 1952 cam- 
paign. An issue which, 
too, had he been elect- 
ed, would have been re- 
solved so differently. 
Reference is to the 
drive now under way 
before both House and 
Senate committees to 
surrender to the states 
the valuable offshore oil 
i catia lands from low tide to 
the vaeentis limit which the Supreme 
Court has ruled are in the public ‘domain 
and belong to all the people. 

This coincidence served to dramatize 
anew one of the numerous courageous posi- 
tions taken by Adlai Stevenson in his cam- 
paign, and one that cost him many votes, 
as well as to dramatize the influence of oil 
in both parties, 

As Democratic presidential candidate, 
and after a thorough study of everything 
involved, the then governor of Illinois came 
out early in his campaign for federal con- 
trol of this rich part of the public do- 
main—against the advice of some high- 
placed leaders of his party. He said, forth- 
rightly, that he accepted the decision of the 
Supreme Court which twice had been up- 
held by President Truman in vetoes of 
state control bills. 

An incident hitherto unrevealed meas- 
ures the extent of his political courage. It 
may be recalled that it was announced at 
his Springfield headquarters early in the 
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, campaign that Gov. Allan Shivers of Texas,

Meanwhile, Ste- 
venson had assembled information about 
the issue. A visiting friend and government 
official from Washington who saw him the 
day before the Shivers visit found to his 
surprise, when he talked to the Democratic 
candidate, that he did not intend' merely to 
listen to the Texas governor and delay his 
own decision, which is the usual] routine. 
No, Governor Stevenson had made up his 
mind, had prepared his own views, and 
would give them to the Texas governor 
when he talked with the latter. 

“IT have made up my mind, and I think 
the best thing to do is to tell him to his 
face,’’ he said. 

Which he did, along with a statement to 
the press. 

What happened after that is history. 
Governor Shivers promptly came out in 
support of General Eisenhower, who pre- 


- viously had indicated his stand for state 


control. Oil, which had been active in the 
prenomination campaign for General Eisen- 
hower, now began really to shoot the works. 
It dumped great wads of money into the 
campaign, particularly in Texas. No one 
will ever know how much, But it paid off 
handsomely.

Is the Pentagon’s Darkest Secret 


- WASHINGTON—During the war, some- 
body with vision and imagination decided 
that perhaps the best way to record the 
very look of battle, so future generations 
could see and understand what fighting 
men went through, would be to hire the 
nation’s top artists to 
go into combat zones “=<. 
and with pen and pencil 
record the drama and 
the terror they saw and 
later to translate these =. 
sketches into massive % 
paintings in oil. f 

The experiment = 
worked out magnif- , # 
icently. On the walls of 
the Pentagon’s_ corri- 
dors now hang some of eli eeath 
the greatest battle paintings ever but on 

canvas—the work of brave men of great 
talent who painted under the stress of 
great emotion. In the area of the Air Force 
is the war in the air—swarms of bombers 
over Berlin, fighters whirling in the grandly 
beautiful aerial ballet that is a dog-fight. 

In the Navy section there is the war at 
sea—great ships storming across moving 
mountains of sea, guns blurting flame, 
carriers bringing their chicks home at 
night, wounded from raids over enemy is- 
lands. All the majesty of the sea, all the 
terror and grandeur of sea warfare is 
caught in these pictures . 

In the Army section, the visitor sees the 
landsman’s war, the war of the doughfoot 
and the cannoneer, the war of bayonet and 
grenade, on dead hills bare and bleak as 
skulls. 

There was no effort made to pretty up 
these paintings, to make recruiting-poster 
art of these pictures. They tell the truth 
with powerful impact, showing blood and 
wounds and death and the look of gaunt, 
despairing men, There are no pretty pa- 
rade soldiers, no flags flying and bands 
playing. 

The Pentagon is proud of the honesty 
and quality of its art, and the pictures are 
well-cared for, and the brass plates describ- 
ing each scene are kept polished so that 
they gleam as brightly as they would in a 
museum. — 

But of late a mystery has crept into 
the art picture. On the walls of the Army 
section is a picture of which the historical

section has no record. A magnificent battle 
scene, authentic in every detail, it is bold- 
ly painted, with a free and dashing style 
that seems familiar. In one. corner is a 
signature, but there is no record that an 
artist by this name was ever commissioned 
by the Army. The brass name plate on it 
is authentic in every respect, but the Army 
has no record of ever having ordered a 
plate describing such a picture. 

The other day a _ gray-haired officer, 
of moderately exalted rank; called me aside 
and told me the story. The picture is in 
one sense, a phony. It is a fake in that the 
man who painted it had never painted a 
picture before. He was a soldier, a fine 
combat commander with a wry sense of 
humor. When he came back to a Pentagon 
job after the last war, he passed every day 
the magnificent paintings of the profession- 
al artists. So he went out and bought a 
square of canvas and some oils and 
brushes and palette. 

Out of his memory he painted war as 
he had seen it. Then he went out and had 
made for his picture a frame that was an 
exact replica of those in which the other 
pictures are hung. He had a brass name 
plate made. He signed the picture with a 
phony name. One Sunday when there was 
nobody around, he wrapped up his painting 
and brought it to the Pentagon. He hung it 
on the wall amid the others. 

Now it is one of the most popular of all 
the war pictures in the Army section. 
Strangers walking the wide hall stop and 
stare at it. High brass pause and peer at 
great length, tapping their front teeth ap- 
provingly with a pencil, their heads cocked 
on one side. 

The officer who painted it hasn’t painted 
anything since. He’s been too busy. Right 
now he’s in Korea, commanding a regi- 
ment. Only a few close friends know who 
he is, and they aren’t telling. Some day, 
of course, the truth will come out, and the 
Historical section will find out the origin 
of their mystery picture. 

Some stuffy fellow, perhaps, will want to 
take it down. But I’ll bet wisdom will pre- 
vail, and as long as the pictures hang 
there it will stay among the others—a trib- 
ute to a nameless man who didn’t know 
how to paint, but had the look of battle so 
deeply burned into his mind ‘that somehow 
he could put it down in all its truth.

The method for use during busy 
seasons calls for chipping tri- 
weekly with a bark hack and us- 
ing acid. A thousand faces pro- 
duced 7,620 pounds of crude gum

Bark chipping and acid treat-
